WHEREAS, this court unreservedly reaffirms the obligation of members of 

the legal profession to support and participate in pm bono activities, and 

WHEREAS, a majority of this court is not persuaded that mandatorypro bono 

reporting would appreciably advance or assist in the discharge of that obligation, 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the petition is denied.
